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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by ottiers in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 1,2, 5-8, 11-15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by EP '965. 

The EP '965 documents discloses a in Figure 1 a GPS satellite information 
distribution system 10 with a server that is inherently in processing station 16 that 
receives GPS data through receiving station 12. The mobile unit 22 also has a GPS 
receiver and can include a microprocessor and server as recited in column 7, lines 35- 
45. The infonnation on the location of the device 22 is used to get assistance 
information through data network 20 via second server processing station 16. This 
secondary assistance data is regarded as meta data. It is clearly fomiatted to the 
system as described in column 7, lines 45-60. In regard to claims 5,6 and 11,12 the 
information is timed and put in packets as disclosed in column 6. The assistance 
information is received wirelessly. 

Claims 1,3,5-7,9 and 11-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Twitchell et al. '483. 

The patent to Twitchell et al. shows in figures 2 and 3 a server 56 and GPS circuitry 
62 that uses timing circuit 70 and microprocessor 72 with GPS memeory 74 to process 
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round trip delay as disclosed in columns 6-8. The devices are connected to the Internet 
and adhere to TCP/IP protocols. The device uses IS-707 packet data. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Twitchell et al. in view of Dan 970. 

The patent to Twitchell et al discloses all features of the claimed invention as 
discussed above, but for the (XML) markup language. The patent to Dan ' 970 discloses 
the use of (XML) in column 5, line 52 as the markup language of a server. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use this language in the system of Twitchell et al. as taught by Dan in order to display 
the information to the user in the modern language of (XML).
